II. FUNCTIONS 

The functions of the Samiti will be to advise Railway Mi- 
nistry on matters relating to progressive use of Hindi for 
official purposes in accordance with the policy laid down by 
the Central Hindi Committee and Department of Official 
languages. 

in. TENURE 

The term of the Samiti will normally be three years from 
the date of its composition provided that : 

(a) a member, who is Member of Parliament, ceaaes 
to be a member of the Samiti a# soon as he ceases 
to be a Member of Parliament. 

(b) the Members of Parliament who are members of 
the Samiti by virtue of their being members of Par- 
liamentary Committee on Official Languages will 
cease to be the members of this Samiti as soon as 
they cease to be the Members of the said Parlia- 
mentary Committee. 

,c) Ex-Officio Members of the Samiti shall continue as 
members as long as they hold office by virtue of 
which they are the members of the Samiti. 

(d I If a vacancy arises on the Samiti due to resigna- 
tion, death etc. of a member, the member appointed 
in that vacancy shall hold office for the residual 
term of three years. 

TV. GENERAL 

(i) The Samiti may co-opt additional members and in- 
vite experts to attend its meetings or appoint Sub- 
Committees as may be considered necessary. 
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(ii) TT*e headquarter of the Samiti shall be at New 
Delhi but it may hold it* meeting at any other sta- 
tion also. 


V. TRAVELLING AND OTHER ALLOWANCES : 

The loo-offlcial members will be paid travelling and daily 
allowances for attending the meeting* of the Samiti and the 
Sub-Committees of the Samiti a* per the rate fixed by the 
Government of India (Ministry of Railways) from i time to 
time. For rail journeys connected with authorised work and 
meetings of the Committee, First Class Railway Passes will 
be issued.
